LORD TRENT’S SURVEY 


The Fiftieth Annual Ordinary General Meeting of Boots Pure 
Drug Company, Limited, was held, on 16 June, at Station 
Street, coin. . 

The Right Lord Trent, Chairman of Directors, said :— 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


Our trading profit, after providing for contributions to staff 
pensions funds, management remuneration, and income tax, and 
also after deducting £36,000 for our National Defence Contribu- 
tion, amounts to £940,332, against £966,116, a decrease of 
£25,784. 

DIVIDEND PAYMENTS AND RESERVE FUND 

The net balance, after charging all these items, amounts to 
£762,625, a decrease of £37,273. be 

After payment of all preference and preferred ordinary divi- 
dends, and of four quarterly dividends of 6 per cent. less tax 
on ordinary shares, we have a balance of £281,875, which, 
together with the balance brought forward, amounts to £598,862, 
as compared with £617,238 last year. Your directors recommend 
the payment of a bonus of 3d. per share free of income tax on 
the ordinary shares, absorbing £80,000. 

Your directors do not consider it necessary to increase the 
general reserve fund at the present time, but in view of the 
trend of taxation, and the even heavier burdens foreshadowed in 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s Budget speech, they recom- 
mend a transfer of £50,000 to taxation reserve. In addition, 
they recommend the transfer of £72,132 to freehold property 
reserve, £16,772 to works development reserve, £33,228 to over- 
seas development fund, leaving to be carried forward to next 
year £346,730. = 

The company’s holdings of Government securities have now 
been finally disposed of, resulting in a capital profit of £56,140, 
and your directors recommend that from this sum a special cash 
capital distribution of 2d. per share (not subject to tax) be made 
to ordinary shareholders. ‘This will absorb £53,333 and it is 
proposed that the balance of £2,807 be divided amongst the 
various Boots’ benevolent funds at the directors’ discretion. 


NEW BRANCHES 


Our subsidiary companies have continued to make progress, 
although they also have suffered from the necessity of paying 
N.D.C. During the year we have opened 31 new shops and 
closed three, so that on 31 March we had 1,180 branches. 

I now pass to certain specialised aspects of our work. 

Reference should be made to the great new factory at Beeston 
for the manufacture of dry goods, which is almost completed and 
is already in partial operation. It was designed by Sir Owen 
Williams on similar principles to the neighbouring ‘‘ wets ”’ 
factory. The Beeston factories will constitute, from the point 
of view of aptness for function, probably the finest group of 
eery buildings in this country, if not indeed in this hemi- 
sphere. 


WHOLESALE AND EXPORT 


The wholesale connection at home has continued to expand 
and the export figures show a material increase. Our action 
in increasing the number of representatives in India has been 
justified by a steadily increasing sale of our products in India, 
Burma, Malaya and Siam. 

Following a visit paid by the head of our wholesale and export 
department to Egypt, Palestine, Syria and the Sudan, agencies 
were arranged and extended in those markets, with results that 
up to date have been most encouraging. 

During the year, also, our trade in Canada and South Africa 
thas shown healthy development and our medical specialities 
are enjoying a growing demand in these Dominions. 

With regard to New Zealand, your directors are quite satisfied 
with the steady progress which our two pioneer branches in 
Auckland and Wellington have made in all sections. 


VETERINARY PRODUCTS 


In the veterinary section our extensive range of products 
are increasingly in demand and notable additions are being 
made as the result of constant research and experiments in which 
we enjoy the collaboration of some of the leading veterinary 
practitioners. 


GARDENING PRODUCTS 


The horticultural section also reports a year of interesting 
developments, including the elaboration of a wide range of new 
products of interest to gardeners. In elaborating these products 
We have consulted the best-known research stations. 


RECORD SALES 


The total volume of trade, number of prescriptions dispensed 
and numbers of customers, all reached record figures. In fact, 
we had over 169 million sales transactions, that is 34 millions a 
week—and dispensed 150,000 prescriptions a week—and this in 
Spite of the absence of any widespread epidemic. 











Business has continued to expand, although not to @ sufficient 
extent to offset increased taxation combined with increased ex- 
penses. Every effort is made to cope with the highly importan 
problem of keeping expenditure within due limits, but wages, 
rents, rates, freights, fuel, lighting, raw materials of all kinds, 
in fact all our essential costs, have shown an upward trend. In 
a few instances we have been compelled to put up our prices, 
but as a general rule we have been at pains not to pass on to 
the public the extra cost of bottles, containers, etc. 

In one important section, namely the library, we have had to 
raise our subscriptions slightly, owing not only to the increased 
cost of paper, printing, binding and transport, but also to the 
"eae increase during recent years in the number of books pub- 
ished. 


SOCIAL SERVICES FOR STAFF 


At March our staff numbered 21,784, an increase of over 900 
during the year. This constant increase of shops and staff 
naturally means more opportunities of promotion for the keen, 
bright man or woman. It is once again my pleasant duty to 
recall how much the firm owes to the loyal and enthusiastic 
co-operation of the staff. 

Admirable work is done by the various branches of our 
organisation which are concerned solely with questions affecting 
personnel. Our social services include, for instance, pension 
schemes, a continuation school for juvenile workers, medical 
services, welfare departments, canteens, staff training classes, 
sport and social clubs, dramatic and other societies, house maga- 
zines and educative films, and a host of kindred activities. 


HOLIDAYS WITH PAY 


There has, for instance, been much talk lately about the grant- 
ing of holidays with pay. This, of course, has been our practice 
for many years. During the last few years we have materially 
reduced the hours of work, without reducing pay (which entails 
the engagement of extra staff), and though it is not feasible to 
put a five-day week into practice on the retail side of the 
business, we have granted extra holidays with pay, as well as 
reducing hours by introducing later times for the opening of 
shops, and extending meal times. 


COLLABORATION WITH SCIENTISTS 


We have continued to conduct our medical and scientific re- 
search work in close collaboration with distinguished research 
workers in the Universities, hospitals and other institutions. 
‘Their advice has been invaluable, particularly in connection with 
our range of special medical products, which has been extended 
during the past year. At the same time, we make our own con- 
tribution to the medical research work of the nation by con- 
tributing or loaning chemicals or apparatus to other research 
laboratories, by providing our consultants with qualified research 
workers to extend the scope of knowledge in special fields, and 
by placing the results of our own investigations and experiments 
in the common pool. In these and other ways we keep abreast 
of current medical discoveries and play our part in the develop- 
ment of scientific knowledge. 


A.R.P. 


During the year, with the eager co-operation of Lord Mayors, 
Mayors and the local authorities, we have displayed our model 
gas-protected room, accompanied by explanatory talks, in some 
80 cities and towns throughout the country. Some 300,000 
persons have visited these displays, and the publicity given to 
them in the press has provided further valuable propaganda for 
A.R.P., of which the Home Office has expressed its deep 
appreciation. 


MINISTER OF HEALTH’S TRIBUTE 


On the occasion of the official celebration of the company’s 
fiftieth anniversary earlier this month in London, we were 
honoured by the presence of the Minister of Health, who, in 
paying an enthusiastic tribute to the founder of the company, 
expressed the view that to provide good shops giving good service 
for money and good conditions for the people who worked in 
them, was as public-spirited an action as any man could do. Mr. 
Walter Elliot, in those words, I think, summed up the general 
principles that have guided and should continue to guide the 
policy of the company. 


FUTURE PROSPECTS 


While I have every reason to express the board’s complete 
confidence in the vitality and expansive powers of our company, 
the fortunes of a great retail business like ours must be inti- 
mately bound up with the purchasing power of the public, and 
that is a factor over which we have no control. It is impossible 
to shut one’s eyes to the trend of prevailing economic conditions. 
The future is too uncertain to warrant any expression of easy 
optimism, but on the other hand the broad foundations of our 
business and the careful financial policy we have pursued over 
many years combine to place us in a powerful position to face as 
successfully in the future as we have done in the past any 
rough weather we may encounter.

ANGLO-IRANIAN OIL COMPANY, LIMITED 


LORD CADMAN’S REVIEW OF COMPANY’S ACTIVITIES 

The Twenty-ninth Ordinary General Meeting of the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company, Limited, was held, on 20 June, at the 
Chartered Insurance Institute, 20, Aldermanbury, London, E.C.2. 

The Rt. Hon, Lord Cadman of Silverdale, G.C.M.G., D.Sc., 
LL.D. (chairman of the company), presiding, said :— 

Ladies and gentlemen,—Last year I drew your attention to the 
remarkable increase in the profit on trading account, but 1937 
profits have exceeded those of 1936 by almost £3 million. ‘This 
result is due to a large increase in the volume of sales and a 
further rise in values. Royalty and taxation payable to the 
Iranian Government are greater by nearly £1 million, and I feel 
sure that you will be as pleased as I am to see the Iranian 
Government thus sharing substantially in the company’s welfare, 
which they are doing so much to promote. You will see that we 
have placed £546,872 to general reserve, thus bringing the total 
to £1,200,000. 

In the balance sheet you will find that deposits by subsidiary 
companies have increased by about £1,150,000, owing mainly to 
the deposit with us of money formerly invested elsewhere. 
Creditors show the large increase of over £3,650,000. The main 
causes are the much heavier liabilities for royalty, income tax, 
ete. There are also increases in the amounts due to suppliers of 
material owing to the heavy construction programme. 

Investments and cash together show the large increase of about 
£4,850,000. Against this we have to meet much heavier disburse- 
ments for royalty, taxation and dividend. 


PRODUCTION 

The well-known fields at Masjid-i-Sulaiman and Haft Kel 
have produced with their customary regularity and their output 
has been supplemented by that from the smaller fields at Naft-i- 
Shah and Naft-Khaneh. In the aggregate, the net crude oil 
production from the company’s fields in Iran and Iraq amounted 
during 1937 to 10,289,000 tons. In addition, we received 
1,220,000 tons from the Iraq Petroleum Company. 


DRILLING ON GACH SARAN FIELD 


I mentioned last year that oil had been proved at Gach 
Qaraghuli—a field which has now been renamed Gach Saran. 
Drilling on this field has been continued with excellent results. 
In addition to the original producing well, two others—on the 
north-east and south-west flanks—were drilled into the lime- 
stone and yielded production rate at 4,500 and 4,000 tons a day 
respectively. Further wells are being drilled at Gach Saran to 
define the extent of the field, and I am glad to inform you that 
the apparent size of the structure, coupled with the thickness 
of the limestone, indicates that Gach Saran is a field which is 
even larger than Masjid-i-Sulaiman. 

In addition to Gach Saran, I have to inform you of a further 
discovery. This is on the structure adjacent to Haft Kel, known 
as White Oil Springs or Naft-i-Safid. This area has been men- 
tioned to you on former occasions. Indeed, as long ago as 1913-19 


wells were drilled there, but with negative results. In con-. 


sequence, however, of developments at Haft Kel and of indica- 
tions given by geological and geophysical work, a new test drill- 
ing programme was adopted at White Oil Springs. The first two 
wells of this programme proved the existence of high-pressure 
gas and the third struck oil. 


OPERATIONS IN GREAT BRITAIN 

In Great Britain three deep test wells are being drilled—in 
North Yorkshire, Staffordshire and at a location near Edinburgh. 
In addition, we have recently acquired the oil rights over an 
area which includes the Hardstaff well in Derbyshire which has 
regularly produced a small quantity of oil since 1919. The 
results obtained at certain areas in the south of England, I 
tegret to say, were disappointing, and we have therefore sur- 
tendered a number of licences which we held in that region. 

RECORD THROUGHPUT AT ABADAN 

As a consequence of considerably increased production in Iran, 
all sections of our organisation there worked at high pressure 
during 1937. Abadan refinery, for example, had a record 
throughput of nearly 94 million tons—a figure which exceeded 
that of 1936 by approximately 2 million tons. A throughput 
of this order, as you may well imagine, placed a great strain 
upon the flexibility of plant and equipment, but I am glad to 
inform you that all demands made upon the refinery were 
adequately met. 

The company’s operations subsequent to production and refin- 
ing also bear the impress of increased activity. The fleet of 
tank vessels, which now numbers 85, with a dead-weight tonnage 
of 879,000, will shortly be supplemented by the nine ships 
ordered last year. 

In the Scottish shale industry development work for further 
supplies of shale was greatly hindered by heavy accumulation of 
water in the strata penetrated, but is now approaching its 
objective. Operating costs further increased during the year. 
he re-equipment of Pumpherston refinery was completed at the 
tnd of 1937 and the full benefit of the improvements should be 
obtained during the current year. 

CORDIAL RELATIONS WITH IRANIAN GOVERNMENT 

So far as the company itself is concerned, we have good reason 
for satisfaction with the present position and with the outlook. 

ur relations with H.I.M. the Shah and the Iranian Govern- 
Ment were never more cordial, and the considerable programme 
of work in Iran, which is necessitated by our expanding opera- 
tions, is proceeding smoothly. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 





COMPANY MEETING 


BRITISH ELECTRIC TRACTION COMPANY, LIMITED 
MR. J. S. AUSTEN’S REVIEW 


_The Forty-second Ordinary General Meeting of the British 
Electric Traction Company, Limited, was held, on 17 June, at 
Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C.2. 

Mr. J. S, Austen (the chairman), presiding, said that once 
again they had had a very good year and their profits had in- 
creased about £56,000 over those of the previous year, which 
itself had shown an increase of £59,000 over the year before, so 
that in those two years together they had had an increase of 
about £115,000. It would be quite fair to say that the company 
was worth, treated as a going concern, £1 million more than it 
had been last year. 

They were adding the large sum of £185,000 to their undivided 
profits account, and in that connection he might say that every 
year they received one or two letters from stockholders asking 
them to ‘‘ ladle out’? something from that fund. He had told 
the stockholders many times that their stock must not be looked 
to for income but for increase of capital value, and, when he 
told them that an original holder of £100 of stock, if he had 
kept every bonus which had been declared, was worth to-day 
something like £4,500, even at the present depreciated price of 
the stock, he did not think that it could fairly be said that the 
directors had failed. 

PETROL TAX 

As to the petrol tax, the companies with which we are asso- 
ciated are probably the largest buyers of petrol in the country 
and 1d. a gallon spread over the year means a very large sum 
indeed on the amount which we purchase. Our attitude to the 
tax is that we regard petrol as a manufacturer regards his 
raw material; in fact, one may say that it is our raw material. 
The price is liable to go up and is liable to go down, and we 
are perfectly well aware of it, but petrol is also subject to a tax 
and that tax is liable to go up, and I was going to say, liable to 
go down, although I do not think we have ever had experience 
of that, but we hope it may, so we take it just as it comes, and 
although we grumble we do not complain. 

When one comes to look at it apart from its influence on this 
company, it is possible to regard it very differently. Every tax 
is a necessary evil, but it seemed to him that this tax is rather 
more evil and rather less necessary than usual, and he said that 
because it is a tax on industry. You probably do not know how 
large a part transport plays in the cost of manufactures. Some 
years ago an enquiry was made as to how much of the cost of 
steel consisted of transport, and it was found that it varied 
between one-fourth and one-third of the cost. Steel may not be 
a very good example to take, but it will at least show you that 
transport is an important matter and that when you tax transport 
you are taxing industry. 

The petrol tax has a slight influence on us in another direction 
also. We are taking a small interest in an aviation company, 
which is trying to make a profit from running air services 
without a Government subsidy, a thing, let me tell you, which 
has never been done yet. We all know that in the event of 
a war the Government will want every aeroplane upon which 
it can lay its hands, and even to-day, if aeroplanes were only 
as plentiful as omnibuses, it would not be necessary to buy a 
few hundreds from America. ; 

With regard to the bus business, expenses had gone up owing 
mainly to increase of wages, but on the whole that had been 
met by an increase of receipts. ‘They must not expect the 
phenomenal increases which they had had during the last two 
years but at the moment he did not see any reason why they 
should not show at least a moderate increase in the current year. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 
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NETHERLANDS 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS : 


For the Netherlands the year 1937 has been one of 
great expectations which have not materialised, writes 
the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague, in his Report* on Economic and Commercial 
Conditions in the Netherlands. 

The effect of devaluation of the guilder in September, 
1936, gave a further impetus to business which was 
already recovering after long years of depression, but 
the revival in general only lasted till the middle of the 
year when the international situation deteriorated and 
the relapse in economic conditions in the United States 
set in. In general, conditions at the end of the year 
compared favourably with those obtaining a year be- 
fore. The period of expansion and increasing prosperity 
has lasted too short a time for extensive real benefits 
to accrue and for complete de-control of economic life, 
even had conditions in the surrounding countries 
permitted. 

Prospects are not bright. It is realised that now cur- 
rency has been brought into line with that of other 
countries one disadvantage has been overcome, but 
the barriers to free commercial intercourse do not 
appear to be diminishing and can only be surmounted 
by forceful persuasion. : 

The return of capital invested and secured abroad has 
caused a great surfeit on the native money market and 
consequently investors are at a loss to find employment 
for their money. Gold has had to be purchased abroad 
in order to stabilise the exchange position as much as 
possible. As a result of the ease of the capital market

all fixed interest-bearing indebtedness is being con- 
verted as soon as feasible. 

Banking business has been restricted owing to lack 
of opportunities and the small demand for credit. 

The Stock Exchange boomed at the beginning of the 
year, but very much quieter conditions have obtained 
during the latter part. 

The agricultural position has been eased as exports 
of produce could, after devaluation, be effected with 
less loss. Trade barriers, however, still prevent com- 
plete recovery and expansion, and consequently pro- 
duction remains controlled. 

Coal mining has been profitable and though prices 
on the home market were restricted the demand from 
neighbouring countries has grown. 

As a result of clearing operations trade with a num- 
ber of countries has been canalised. Not only have old 
trade debts been settled by these means, but exporters 
now at least are certain of obtaining payment within 4 
reasonable period and need have less fear of not receiv- 
ing payment. 

Trade has revived considerably, though as large 
quantities of raw and semi-finished material have been 
imported and the demand for finished goods is diminish- 
ing, manufacturers have probably overbought. The 
demand on the home market was considerable at the 
beginning of the year as stocks of all kinds were low, 
but a reaction has set in and there are signs of a much 
reduced activity. 

Transit trade has improved, but the hinterland is 
endeavouring to attract it to its own ports. 

Trade with the United Kingdom has increased. Ther? 
is, however, some danger if high prices continue t0 
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remain in force there while levels in Holland are declin- 
ing. Exports from Holland will be stimulated, and 
imports from the United Kingdom will become more 
and more non-competitive. 

Manufacturers have benefited by the increase in de- 
mand, though in some cases the filling of orders 
obtained while prices were still low has not been profit- 
able and as reaction set in towards the autumn the 
period of prosperity has been too short. 

Shipping conditions caused what nearly amounted to 
a boom, but here, again, the period of high rates has 
been cut short. 

The natural result of the rise and fall in business 
activity has been a decrease and subsequent increase of 
unemployment, which remains one of the major prob- 
lems of the Government. 

Wages show a tendency to rise with the cost of 
living, which is increasing by degrees. The tendency 
of authorities to restrict private initiative and labour 
has not been abated. 


ForEIGN TRADE 


Both series of trade figures, i.e. the actual and the 
corrected series, show how foreign trade has expanded 
since the depreciation of the guilder. This expansion 
was, however, greater in the first than in the second 
half-year. Moreover, the seasonal nature of Dutch ex- 
ports is truly reflected in the drop during the last 
quarter. According to the corrected value figures trade 
has nearly recovered to the 1931 basis, but the trend 
of the quarterly returns is not improving, which is also 
clear from the figures published regarding the percen- 
tage of imports covered by exports. 

The explanation of this reaction is that not only has 
the depreciation by 20 per cent. to be taken into 
account for the first three quarters but also the fact 
that during the rise of world’s prices at the beginning 
of the year traders were forming stocks. 

As regards exports, fluctuations were less violent. 

On taking the weights of imports and exports into 
account it will be seen that though the value rose by 
40-50 per cent. the quantity was only 15 per cent. 
greater. . 

The quarterly returns of imports show that the de- 
mand for raw materials during the last quarter was 
much smaller than in the previous quarters. As regards 
exports, the reduction during the last quarter was far 
less marked. 

Exports of manufactured goods show a great im- 
provement. The quarterly returns show a greater 
improvement during the beginning and middle of the 
year than at the end, except in the case of wireless 
goods, machinery, paper and artificial fertilisers. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Though the value of United Kingdom trade in- 
creased, the volume was greatly reduced chiefly owing 
to smaller imports of coal (1,137,000 tons to 895,000 
tons), wheat, cattle cake and phosphates. The value 
of imported fuel was, however, slightly larger. This 
was also the case for other classes of goods where the 
volume remained stationary or was reduced but the 
value increased, viz. raw wool, cocoa beans and offal, 
vegetable produce not classified, wheat flour, crude 
mineral oil, ships and aircraft. 

Increased imports both in volume and value came 
under the following headings: frozen and salted meat, 
animal produce not classified, seeds, fresh fruit, rubber, 
cement, etc., iron and steel and manufactures thereof, 
tinplate, brass, lead and zine and manufactures 
thereof, other non-ferrous metals and minerals and 
manufactures thereof; chemicals, vegetable oils, fuel 
oil, resin, pitch, tars, woodware, hides and skins and 
leather, yarns and piece-goods, paper and paperware, 
machinery, tools and instruments, rubber goods. 

Decreased imports both in value and volume took 
place in respect of fish, animal fats, wheat, fodder, 
fertilisers, furniture, tea, salt, and arms and ammuni- 
tion. Of the following goods of which imports were

restricted, quotas up to 1 August 1937 (the end of the 
quota year) were not filled: horses, herring, meat, 
animal fats, cattle cake, decorative plants, coal, 
nitrates, wire nails, etc., screw bolts, stoves, table 
cutlery, toilet soap, triplex, ete., all footwear, silk 
piece-goods, velvet, table linen, men’s outer clothing, 
socks, hosiery and knitted goods, porcelain, wrapping 
paper, cycles, cycle saddles, forks and rims. 

_ Netherlands exports to the United Kingdom greatly 
increased in weight and value though they formed a 
smaller percentage of Holland’s total exports. The 
most important increases were: iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof, of which the value was trebled, 
minerals, bran, potato flour, vegetable oils, whale oil, 
bricks, paper and paperware, and horticultural, farm 
and dairy produce. 

The improvement in prices in some cases permitted 
the value to increase, though the volume remained the 
same or was even lower, viz., for bacon, butter milk, 
pulse, fresh vegetables, bulbs, etc., chemicals. 

The greatest increases in value were attributable to 
farm and dairy produce generally, manufactures of zine 
and tin, vegetable oils (doubled), whale oil (doubled), 
tars, etc. (5 times), soap, etc. (4 times), earthenware, 
glass and paper, ships, aircraft and machinery. 

A few outstanding reductions of exports were 
potatoes, preserved fruit, hides and skins, and leather. 

In conclusion it will be seen that United Kingdom 
exports to the Netherlands increased by 37 per cent. 
in value and Netherlands exports by nearly 50 per cent. 
in value. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1937 to May 1938 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION 


The Board of Trade have awarded a binocular glass 
to Mr. William MacKachern for the leadership and 
courage displayed by him in connection with the rescue 
of the crew of the s.t. ‘‘ Exmouth,’’ which went ashore 
near Smaull Point on 9 March 1938 during a gale and 
heavy seas, and have made monetary awards to Mr. 
Allan MacEachern, Mr. Donald MacLellan, Mr. James 
Brown and Miss Margaret Mack ayden, all of Islay, 
for the services which they rendered on the same 
occasion, 

The s.t. ‘‘ Exmouth,’’ with a crew of 11, went ashore about 
4 a.m. and was first sighted by Miss MacFayden. She 
aroused Mr. William MacKachern, who immediately sum- 
moned Mr. A. MacEachern, Mr. MacLellan and Mr. Brown. 
The four of them reached the ‘‘ Exmouth,’’ which was lying 
about 75 yards from the shore, at about 6.10 a.m. 


The attention of the skipper of the ‘‘ Exmouth’? was 


attracted by means of a bicycle lamp and a rocket line was 
fred from the trawler. This line was pulled ashore, and, 
with the rescue party holding on to the shore end, the first 
of the crew of the wrecked trawler pulled himself hand over 
hand along the line. As he reached the edge of the rocks, 
Mr. W. MacEachern went forward to catch him, but was 
pulled into the water with him, and only the prompt action 
of Mr. A. MacKachern and Mr. MacLellan saved them from 
drowning. Other members of the crew came ashore in this 
way, Mr. W. MacEKachern going into the water each time to 
catch them. Unfortunately, one of the crew lost his hold 
of the rope just as he got near the rocks, and, although 
strenuous efforts were made to rescue him, he was carried 
away and lost; and while another member of the crew was 
coming ashore the line parted and he was also carried 
away and lost. After the line had parted, another rocket 
line was fired ashore from the ‘‘ Exmouth,’’ but this also 
broke when the rescue party put a strain on it. A third 
rocket line was then fired and communication re-established, 
enabling the remainder of the crew to get ashore safely. 
The survivors were taken to Smaull Farm, where they were 
given food and clothing and treated by a doctor. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CYCLE ACCESSORIES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Im- 
port Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the 
Additional Import Duties (No. 6) Order, 1938 
(S.R. & O. 1938 No. 587), imposing the following 
specific duties on certain cycle accessories as alterna- 
tives to the existing duty of 334 per cent.—bells 3d. 
each; dynamo sets 2s. 6d. each; dynamos 2s. each. 
The Order also imposes a duty of 2d. each or 334 
per cent. on bell gongs and domes (whether for cycles 
or not).

The Committee report that there is a well-equipped 
home industry manufacturing all kinds of accessories 
and components for cycles, motor-cycles and motor- 
cars, but that it has been subjected for some time 
past to keen competition from foreign-made cycle bells 
at prices substantially below the home costs of pro- 
duction. The Committee are of opinion that increased 
protection should lead to an expansion of production 
in this country which should assist the home manu- 
facturers both to meet foreign competition in the 
export markets and to keep selling prices in the home 
market at reasonably low levels. 

As regards dynamo lighting equipment, the Com- 
mittee report that the British manufacturers have 
hitherto confined their activities for the most part 
to comparatively expensive sets, and that an 
increased duty on the cheap foreign sets is necessary 
to enable them to develop the market in cheap sets 
of good quality. 

The Order takes effect from 22 June 1938.

As regards imports, both as to quantity and value, the 
chief increases were in beans and peas, ammonium sulphate 
(crude) and phosphorite and oil cake. The largest decreases 
occurred in wheat, crude india-rubber, raw cotton and wool. 
Raw cotton and wool together have decreased by 373-6 
million yen, or by an amount equal to more than one-third 
of the total imports during the first three months of 1937 
and more than one-half of the total imports during the first 
quarter of 1938. 


In merchandise exported, as to quantity and value, the 
chief increases were in wheat flour (largely re-exports con- 
sequent upon the growth of the milling industry in Japan) 
and refined sugar. Almost all other items declined. The 
quantity of raw silk exported rose slightly, but its value fell 
appreciably. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KinGpoM AND GERMANY 


Imports from the United Kingdom into Japan in the 
quarter under review totalled 24 million yen, as against 
28 million yen a year earlier, while Japanese exports to the 
United Kingdom totalled 31 and 33 million yen respectively. 

German imports amounted to 50 million yen (40 million 
yen), while exports to Germany from Japan were valued at 
7 and 10 million yen, respectively.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


Exports during April continued at a relatively high level, 
while the value of imports declined sharply to the lowest 
point in several years, states the Division of Foreign Trade 
Statistics, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
Washington. The value of exports, including re-exports, 
was fractionally smaller than in March but about 2 per cent. 
above the value in April of last year. General imports 
declined 8 per cent. from March, and were 44 per cent. 
lower in value than in April of last year. As in other recent 
months, merchandise exports exceeded merchandise imports 
in value by more than 100 million dollars. The value of 
merchandise exports was 435,312,000 dols. greater than the 
value of merchandise imports for the four months ended 
with April. This is in contrast with the same period of 
1937, when the value of merchandise exports was 131,163,000 
dols. smaller than the value of merchandise imports. 

The changes in the value of trade from that of a year ago 
should be interpreted, however, in the light of the lower 
price level this year. The unit value (price) index of total 
exports and of total imports was at least 5 per cent. lower 
in this past April than in April 1937. 


Import TRADE 


The value of general imports (goods entered for storage 
in bonded warehouses, plus goods which entered merchandis- 
ing channels immediately upon arrival in the country) 
amounted to 159,907,000 dols. in April, as compared with 
173,405,000 dols. in March 1938, and with 286,837,000 dols. 
in April 1937. 

Imports for consumption (goods which entered merchandis- 
ing or consumption channels immediately upon arrival in 
the country, plus withdrawals for consumption from ware- 
house) amounted to 155,501,000 dols. in April, as compared 
with 173,328,000 dols. in March 1938 and with 280,899,000 
dols. in April 1937. 

Principal commodities imported in substantially smaller 
quantities in April than in March included cocoa, coffee, 
sugar, crude rubber, tobacco, oilseeds and oils, cotton cloth, 
wood pulp, tin and fertiliser materials. Imports of crude 
rubber showed an exceptionally marked decline in April, 
whereas in other recent months these have been holding up 
well relative to a year ago. 

Certain important commodities, namely, cheese, bananas, 
raw silk, newsprint and precious stones, were imported in 
larger values in April than in March. 

In comparison with April a year ago, our imports of a 
long list of commodities showed a reduction of 50 per cent. 
or more in value in 1938. This list includes commodities 
such as grains, cocoa, flax-seed, vegetable oils, hides and 
skins, raw wool, certain textile manufactures, heavy steel 
products, tin and nickel. Moreover, imports of wood pulp, 
newsprint, fertilisers, fish and meats were considerably 
smaller in quantity and value in April than in April a 
year ago. 

In contrast, however, with the reductions in the above- 
mentioned items, a few imports were practically as large 
in quantity last April as in April 1937. This was true of 
imports of cheese, bananas, coffee, tea and copper, and 
imports of raw silk were not more than 10 per cent. smaller 
than a year before. 


Export TRADE 


Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 274,482,000 
dols., as compared with 275,780,000 dols. in March 1938 and 
with 268,945,000 dols. in April 1937. 

As compared with March, the principal United States 
goods shipped abroad in larger value in April included 
grains, petroleum and its products, coal, refined copper, 
office appliances, agricultural machinery, aircraft, and cer- 
tain chemical products. 

United States corn began to move into foreign markets 
in large volume last January, and an average of 12,800,000 
bushels was shipped monthly during the first quarter of the 
year. In April, shipments of corn increased to a total of 
over 20 million bushels. 

Exports of wheat, which had averaged about 8,500,000 
bushels during each of the first three months of this year, 
dropped off somewhat in April—to approximately 6 million 
bushels. Other agricultural products—including raw cotton, 
leaf tobacco, and apples—also “were exported in smaller 
amounts in April than in March, and as a consequence the 
value of total agricultural exports fell from 67,725,000 dols. 
in March to 65,561,000 dols. in April. The decline in the 
value of agricultural exports was far smaller, however, than 
usually occurs at this season of the year. 











Trade and Industry—Continued 


Among the exports of non-agricultural products in April, 
the increases in the value of petroleum and its products, 
in coal, copper, agricultural implements and in certain 
chemicals were more than sufficient to counterbalance the 
declines shown for exports of iron and steel products, indus- 
trial machinery, and automobiles (particularly motor 
trucks). As a consequence, the value of exports of non- 
agricultural products increased from 203,112,000 dols. in 
March to 205,938,000 dols, in April. 

As compared with April of last year, exports of grain were 
about 20 million dols. larger in value in April of this year. 
Exports of leaf tobacco and fruit were moderately larger in 
quantity and value and those of raw cotton were a little 
larger in quantity. Because of the lower prices this year, 
however, the value of exports of cotton was 8,434,000 dols. 
less this past April than in April 1937. However, despite 
the decline in the value of cotton, which was offset in part 
by the considerable increase in the value of grain, the total 
value of exports of agricultural products rose from 50,473,000 
dols. in April 1937 to 65,561,000 dols. in April 1938. 

The value of the non-agricultural export products was 
somewhat smaller than in April 1937, when the total was 
214,154,000 dols. While the exports of crude petroleum, 
gasoline, copper, metal-working machinery, aircraft and of 
cotton manufactures were larger in value this April, those 
of automobiles (particularly passenger cars), heavy iron and 
steel, coal, electrical goods, lumber and lubricants were 
smaller. Exports of iron and steel scrap, which moved 
abroad in exceptionally large volume during the first half 
of 1937, were valued at 4,846,000 dols. in April 19388, as 
compared with 8,341,000 dols. in April 1937. 


URUGUAY 
WOOL EXPORTS IN MAY 


The Acting British Consul at Montevideo has forwarded 
particulars regarding the export of wool, which show that 
during May last, the eighth month of the 1937-38 export 
season, total shipments amounted to 13,274 bales, the 
recipients being :—Germany, 6,161 bales; the United King- 
dom, 3,246 bales; Belgium, 968 bales; Italy, 768 bales; 
France, 555 bales; Czechoslovakia, 524 bales; Poland, 503 
bales; Holland, 190 bales; Sweden, 196 bales; Japan, 92 
bales; and the United States, 71 bales. 

For the period 1 October 1937-31 May 1938 exports totalled 
64,799 bales, the recipient countries being:—Germany, 
24,432 bales; the United Kingdom, 17,237 bales; Italy, 4,861 
bales; Belgium, 4,423 bales; France, 3,465 bales; Japan, 
2,653 bales; Czechoslovakia, 2,482 bales; Holland, 2,009 
bales; Poland, 1,693 bales; Sweden, 991 bales; the United 
States, 542 bales; and Norway, 11 bales. 

The decrease as compared with the previous season 
amounted to 42,753 bales. The following are the variations 
by countries for the eighth month of the present season as 
compared with the previous season:—Germany, + 9,827 
bales; Poland, + 1,369 bales; Czechoslovakia, + 2,482 bales; 
Holland, + 499 bales; Norway, + 11 bales; Brazil, — 26 
bales; Argentina, — 25 bales; Sweden, — 368 bales; the 
United Kingdom, — 556 bales; France, — 1,286 bales; Bel- 
gium, — 3,328 bales; Japan, — 23,422 bales; the United 
States, — 25,450 bales; and Italy, — 2,380 bales.

UNITED KINGDOM—CHILE 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal”? of 10 February, page 210, H.M. Government 
in the United Kingdom and the Chilean Government have 
agreed in an Exchange of Notes, dated 30 May, to continue 
to extend to the goods from the two countries, respectively, 
most-favoured-nation treatment as provided in the Ex- 
change of Notes between the two Governments dated 
26 November 1937. 

The present Agreement is to remain in force until 
31 July and, unless previously replaced by the Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation under negotiation between the 
two Governments, it will be automatically prolonged, as 
from 1 August, for two months, until 30 September, subject 
to denunciation by either party with fifteen days’ notice.

BRITISH EMPIRE 


CANADA 
BUDGET 1938 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has reported by tele- 
graph that, in view of the present trade negotiations 
between Canada, the United Kingdom and the United 
States, the Canadian Budget, which was introduced on 
16 June, does not provide for any Customs Tariff changes. 
The following amendments are, however, announced in 
respect of Excise tax and sales tax imposed under the Special 
War Revenue Act. 


Excise Tax 


With regard to the Excise tax in respect of tyres and 
tubes, the conditions as set out in the notice which appeared 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” on 14 May 1936 (page 
707) in connection with the 1936 Budget, have now been 
cancelled and the Excise tax will no longer apply to these 
goods when they constitute original equipment of automatic 
vehicles. 


Sates Tax 


The following goods are exempted from sales tax when 
sold in or on importation into Canada :— 


Principal products used in the building industry, includ- 
ing tiles, cement fibre boards, wallpaper, insulating 
materials, builders’ hardware, paints, varnishes, 
white lead, paint oil, glass for building, baths and 
plumbing fixtures not including pipes and pipe 
fittings. 

Materials for the manufacture of Gopher poison, harness 
and material for manufacture of harness, and feeds 
for fur-bearing animals. 


Materials for use in repair or equipment of boats for 
fishermen. 


CYPRUS 
IMPORT DUTY ON FLOUR AND WHEAT

ordinary) ’’ of 2 June 1938 contains a copy of the Wheat

AGREEMENT WITH UNITED KINGDOM 
(PRESCRIBED PROPORTION OF VALUE) 
REGULATIONS, 1938 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of an Order entitled 
‘* Agreement with United Kingdom (Prescribed Proportion 
of Value) Regulations, 1938,’’ made on 17 May under sub- 
section (1) of section 16 of the Finance (Agreement with 
United Kingdom) Act, 1938. The Regulations set out the 
proportion of the value of an article which must be the 
result of labour within the United Kingdom in order that 
the article may qualify for admission into Eire at the 
Preferential rates of duty, when such duties exist. 


For the convenience of exporters the detailed terms of the 
Regulations are reproduced below :— 


(1) These Regulations may be cited as the Agreement with 
United Kingdom (Prescribed Proportion of Value) Regula- 
tions, 1938. 


(2) The proportion of the value of an article which must 
be the result of labour within a particular country in order 
that such article may be treated for the purpose of the 
Finance (Agreement with United Kingdom) Act, 1938 
(No. 12 of 1938), as an article manufactured in that country 
shall be :— 

(a) In the case of a motor car, 75 per cent., and 

(b) in any other case, 25 per cent. 

(3) For the purposes of these Regulations :— 

(a) Where a number of separate articles are included 
in one parcel or shipment, each and every article 
shall be considered separately for the purpose of 
calculating the proportion of its value which is 
the result of labour within a particular country. 


(b) The value of an article shall be its cost to the 
manufacturer at the factory or works and shall 
include the value of containers and other forms 
of interior packing ordinarily sold with such 
article when it is sold retail, but shall not include 
the manufacturer’s or exporter’s profits or the 
cost of exterior packing, carriage to port and 
other charges incidental to the export of such 
article subsequent to its manufacture. 


(c) In calculating the proportion of the value of an 
article which is the result of labour within a par- 
ticular country : 

(i) The following may be included under the 
head of labour, that is to say, the cost to the 
manufacturers of any materials entering into 
the composition of such article (including con- 
tainers and other forms of interior packing 
ordinarily sold with such article when it is sold 
retail) the origin of which is entirely attribut- 
able to such country, the cost of manufacture in- 
cluding wages and factory overhead charges and 
the cost of the labour of packing for retail sale, 

(ii) The following may not be included in the 
proportion of the value of such article which is 
the result of labour within such country, that is 
to say, any materials entering into the com- 
position of such article (including containers and 
other forms of interior packing ordinarily sold 
with such article when it is sold retail) the origin 
of which is not entirely attributable to such 
country, manufacturer’s profit or the profit or 
remuneration of any trader, agent, broker or 
other person dealing in such article in its finished 
condition, the expenses of placing such article 
in outside packages for export and the cost of 
such packages, transportation charges, insurance 
and any other charges for services after such 
article leaves the place of manufacture. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


PINEAPPLE PACKING REGULATIONS 


The “ Straits Settlements Government Gazette ”” of 6 May 
1938 contains a copy of Notification (No. 1329), to the effect 
that the Pineapple Packing Regulations, an —. — 
which was published in the “ Board of Trade Journa o 
30 September 1937, were approved by a Resolution of the

CONTAINERS FOR IMPORTED BEER, ALE, 
STOUT AND PORTER 


The ‘‘ Trinidad Royal Gazette ’’ of 26 May 1938 contains 
a copy of a Proclamation (No. 23 of 1938), dated 20 May, 
which prohibits the importation after 31 December 1938 of 
beer, ale, stout and porter except in containers of the 
following capacities, namely, Imperial quart, Imperial pint, 
or Imperial half-pint, respectively: provided that the con- 
tents of such containers shall not in any case be less than 
such quantities respectively and shall not exceed each such 
quantity by more than 5 per cent.; provided further that 
beer may be imported in containers of not less than 5 
Imperial gallons for the purpose of sale on draught only. 


FOREIGN 


AFGHANISTAN 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


H.M. Representative at Kabul reports by telegraph that 
Decrees have been issued by the Afghanistan Government 
subjecting all transactions in foreign currency to control by 
the National Bank.

Journal ’’ on receipt of the text of the Decrees.

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’”’ of 9 June (page 810), the Board of Trade have 
been informed that, with the introduction of the revised 
Customs import tariff in North China, the consular invoice 
regulations have been abolished.

EGYPT 
EXCISE DUTY ON CEMENT AND PURE 
ALCOHOL 


A special number of the Egyptian ‘“‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 
2 June contains a Decree, effective from that date, which 
revises the former Excise or Consumption duties on cement 
and pure alcohol. The new rates of duty are as follows :— 


Cement: 700 milliémes per 1,000 kilogs. 
Pure alcohol : 200 milliémes per litre. 


FRANCE 
MARKING OF IRON AND STEEL DRUMS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 26 May (page 741) regarding French marking 
requirements, it should be noted that a recent issue of the 
‘ Bulletin Douanier ’’ announces that the provisions of the 
Decree of 12 May regarding the marking of barrels, casks 
and drums of iron or steel or of sheet iron or steel, etc. 
(ex Tariff No. 568B), are applicable only to containers of this 
kind imported empty. 


EXEMPTION OF SHIPBUILDING MATERIAL 
FROM PRODUCTION TAX 


Material used for the construction, rigging, equipment, 
repair and alteration of sea-going vessels of the merchant 
marine or fishing fleet is, under certain conditions, exempt 
from the 8-70 per cent. production tax on importation into 
France. A recent issue of the ‘“ Bulletin Douanier ” 
announces that it has been decided that this exemption will 
apply, in future, to yarns used in the manufacture of goods 
such as ropes, nets, fishing tackle, sails, etc., intended for 
sea-going vessels. 


MEASURES FOR FINANCIAL 
REHABILITATION 
Recent issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ contain 


a further series of Decrees, dated 14 June, made under the 
powers accorded to the Government by the Law of 13 April. 





Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes—Continued 


The following measures are of interest to exporters and 
others engaged in trade with France :— 


Special tax on cotton.—The rate of the special tax levied 
on cotton (with the exception of cellulose wadding) (ez 
Tariff No. 141) and on waste of cotton and of cotton yarn 
(Tariff No. 141 bis) imported into France from all sources 
is raised from 1 to 2 frs. per 100 kilogs. as from 1 July. 
The tax is prolonged for a further ten years. 


Algeria.—Provision is made for the extension to Algeria 
of any of the Decrees made under the Law of 13 April. 


Miscellaneous.—Matters dealt with by other Decrees 
include : — 
The repression of fraud in the sale of goods. 
The marketing of meat and of wheat. 
Further control of insurance undertakings. 


RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS: 
CERTAIN OILSEEDS 


An Order, dated 14 June and published in the French 
‘** Journal Officiel ’’ of 16 June, fixes the quotas for the im- 
port of certain oil fruits and seeds (ex Tariff No. 88) into 
France during the period 1 January to 31 December 1938, as 
follows :—

Five per cent. of the quota will be 
reserved for possible new importers; the remaining 95 per 
cent. will be divided among importers on the basis of their 
imports during 1937, particulars of which should be fur- 
nished with the application.

IMPORTS RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON 
TEXTILES 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? (Paris) of 18 June contains an 
Order, dated 14 June, which fixes the quotas for the import 
of foreign (non-French) cotton textiles into French Indo- 
China during the period 1 July to 31 December 1938; these 
are the same as for the previous six months. 


JAPAN 
SUGAR CONSUMPTION TAX 


By virtue of the China Emergency Special Taxation Law 
(Law No. 51), promulgated on 31 March, revised rates of 
Sugar Consumption Tax are payable as from 1 April. In 
the case of sugar, etc., imported into Japan this tax is 
levied in addition to the Customs duty.

KWANTUNG PROVINCE

1938, the importation into the Netherlands of parcel, bind- 
ing or labelling tape printed with letters or figures, irrespec- 
tive of the material from which it is made and not wider 
than 75 mm. during the period 1 June 1938 to 30 November 
1938, is restricted to 40 per cent. of the average gross 
weight imported during six months of the basis years 1936 
and 1937. 


Certificates of Origin are required for all consignments 
of the above-mentioned goods other than parcel post con- 
signments not destined for the trade. Samples without 
commercial value which have been manufactured abroad for 
the account of a firm or individual living or established in 
the Netherlands and goods which are wholly or partly exempt 
from import duty or statistical duty under one or more 
clauses of the existing Acts are exempt from the above 
restriction. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Departnient, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing ; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices ; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 
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When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com. 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35 Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 


should clearly specify : — 


(1) The countries concerning which information jis 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any country 
of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees may 
be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or com- 
pany carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and the 
goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 


The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
